Bylaw 


Lone councillor’s 
vote delays 
smoking ban 
in playgrounds 

Smoking at playgrounds, 
sports fields and other 
areas where children 
frequent will soon be 
banned. 

But thanks to Coun. 
Kerry Diotte, such a 
bylaw does not exist 
quite yet. 

Diotte was the lone 
holdout in a vote Wed¬ 
nesday for fining offend¬ 
ers $250 if caught smok¬ 
ing within 10 metres of 
child-friendly areas. 

“Before it was 
brought forward, I had 
not had a single person 
say it was a problem,” 
said Diotte. “1 think 
society has changed to 
the point where people 
do not do that.” 

The proposed by¬ 
law, which includes 
a $75,000 education 
campaign to encourage 
citizens to comply, was 
supposed to take effect 
April 1. 

Some council¬ 
lors seemed less than 
impressed that Diotte 
blocked third reading, 
which will likely pass at 
the next council meet¬ 
ing on April 4. 

“I’ve got to stick 
to my priorities,” said 
Diotte. “I’m not going 
to vote for something 1 
think is foolish.” 

Meanwhile, provin¬ 
cial Liberal leacier Raj 
Sherman introduced a 
bill in the legislature 
on Monday that would 
make it an offense to 
smoke in vehicles 
while children are 
present, a bylaw that 
exists in a handful of 
Alberta’s municipal¬ 
ities — not including 
Edmonton. 

It passed second read¬ 
ing, but it remains to be 
seen if third reading will 
go forward before an 
election is called.

The grow-op uncovered in 
Edmonton last week is the 
first reported marijuana bust 
in the country to involve 
LED lights, according to the 
Alberta Law Enforcement Re¬ 
sponse Team. 

“In conversation with our 
national management and 
co-ordinator, I was advised 
that this is the first reported 
case of LED lights,” acting 
Sgt. Ray Savage of ALERT’S 
Green Team North said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

A drug trafficking inves¬ 
tigation that wrapped up 
March 6 in the city’s north 
end involved “very sophisti¬ 
cated” lighting — something 
not seen before, said Savage.

A $ 7-million expansion 
already underway was con¬ 
firmed on Wednesday, as the 
province announced $3 mil¬ 
lion in funding. 

That complements the 
city’s $3.5 million and the 
$500,000 raised by the Ed¬ 
monton Space & Science 
Foundation. 

The 16,000-square-foot ex¬ 
hibit gallery will be finished 
in time to host Star Wars 
Identities in October, for 


which nearly 15,000 tickets 
have been sold. 

“We know we could have 
done it in the same manner 
as we had done Body Worlds,” 
said George Smith, facility 
president and GEO. 

After four years of tr 3 dng to 
convince organizers that the 
TWOS could accommodate 
Body Worlds, the science cen¬ 
tre welcomed a record crowd 
of 270,000 people who came 
to see the 2008 exhibition.

Lonesome pine 


Blights threaten 
whitebarkpine 

A “double-whammy” is 
threatening to wipe out 
a tree endangered across 
North America, a University 
of Alberta researcher says. 

Evan Esch, who is 
earning his master’s in 
conservation biology, says 
rising temperatures in 
cold moimtain elevations 
are ripe conditions for the 
mountain pine beetle to 
spread through whitebark 
pine. 

The tree, which can live 
for up to 1,000 years and 
provides seeds crucial to 
animal diets, is also being 
decimated by white pine 
blister rust, a fungal infec¬ 
tion brought over from 
Europe a century ago. metro

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Guards molested us, 
three women say 


Legal action. Female 
officials left three 
Canadian travellers 
traumatized at 
the border, court 
documents claim 


Three Canadian women have 
launched legal action alleging 
they were molested by female 
U.S. border guards while at¬ 
tempting to cross the border 
near Windsor, Ont. 

Leslie Ingratta of Windsor 
alleges two customs and bor¬ 
der protection officers took 
her to a holding cell for ques¬ 
tioning when she attempted 
to cross the Detroit-Windsor 
tunnel on Jan. 30, 2011, for a 
shopping trip to the U.S. 

The lawsuit alleges offi¬ 
cials questioned Ingratta re¬ 


peatedly and accused her of 
lying about her reasons for 
travelling before ordering her 
to face a wall. 

With her arms and legs 
spread, the officials con¬ 
ducted a search that included 
putting their hands under 
her bra and fondling her 
breasts, as well as grabbing 
her buttocks and rubbing her 
genitals, the suit alleges. 

She was then taken back 
to the waiting room, cr 5 nng 
and shaking, and told she 
was “clear to enter the United 
States.” 

“By this point, plain¬ 
tiff was too traumatized to 
continue on her trip and 
returned to Canada,” court 
documents say. 

In a second, joint lawsuit 
two women from Windsor 
and Milton, Ont., claim they 
were strip-searched in an in¬ 
appropriate manner while

News Corp. executive James 
Murdoch acknowledged Wed¬ 
nesday that he could have 
done more to get to grips 
with the phone hacking scan¬ 
dal that has rocked Britain. 

Murdoch’s admission 
came in a seven-page let¬ 
ter written to British parlia¬ 
mentarians investigating the 
scandal. In it, he repeated 
his insistence that he didn’t 
know the extent of the illegal 
behaviour at his now-defunct 
News of the World tabloid 
newspaper, sa 3 dng that the 
details had been hidden from 
him by members of his staff. 

“It would have been bet¬ 
ter if I had asked more ques¬ 
tions,” Murdoch told the 
House of Commons’ media 


committee. “However the 
truth is that incomplete an¬ 
swers and what now appear 
to be false assurances were 
given to the questions that I 
asked.” 

Murdoch has already ap¬ 
peared twice before law¬ 
makers, who grilled him 
about what he knew about 
the scandal and alleged at¬ 
tempts to conceal evidence. 

Murdoch was the one who 
signed off on a substantial 
settlement to one of the first 
known victims of the prac¬ 
tice. The company’s former 
in-house lawyer has said the 
payoff was aimed at keeping 
a lid on the scandal, but Mur¬ 
doch says he had no know¬ 
ledge of wider wrongdoing

and was merely following ex¬ 
pert advice. 

Critics say that Murdoch 
was either in on the cover up 
or too incompetent to real¬ 
ize what he was agreeing to, 
with lawmaker Tom Watson 
famously accusing Murdoch 
of being “the first mafia boss 
in history who doesn’t know 
he’s at the head of a criminal 
enterprise.” 

In his letter, Murdoch ac¬ 
cused his former lieutenants 
of working behind his back, 
acting without his authoriza¬ 
tion, and giving inconsistent 
testimony. “I have not misled 
Parliament,” he said. “I did 
not know about, nor did I try 
to hide, wrongdoing.”

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Public outraged over 
suicide of girl forced 
to marry her rapist 


Morocco. Local law 
pushed victim to 
marry rapist to 
escape prosecution 
and preserve her 
family’s "honour” 


The case of a 16-year-old girl 
who killed herself after she 
was forced to marry her rapist 
has spurred outrage among 
Morocco’s Internet activists 
and ignited calls for changes 
to the countiy’s laws. 

An online petition, a Fa- 
cebook page and countless 
tweets expressed horror over 
the suicide of Amina Filali, 
who swallowed rat poison on 
Saturday to protest her mar¬ 
riage to the man who raped 
her a year earlier. 

Article 475 of the Moroc¬ 
can penal code allows for 
the “kidnapper” of a minor 
to marry his victim to escape 
prosecution, and it has been 


used to justify a traditional 
practice of making a rapist 
marry his victim to preserve 
the honour of the woman’s 
family. 

Abdelaziz Nouaydi, who 
runs the Adala Assocation for 
legal reform, said a judge can 
recommend marriage only in 
the case of agreement by the 
victim and both families. 

“It is not something that 
happens a great deal — it is 
very rare,” he said, but admit¬ 
ted that the family of the vic¬ 
tim sometimes agrees out of 
fear that she won’t be able to 
find a husband if it is known 
she was raped. 

The marriage is then 
pushed on the victim by the 
families to avoid scandal, 
said Fouzia Assouli, president 
of Democratic League for 
Women’s Rights. 

In many societies, the 
loss of a woman’s virginity 
outside of wedlock is a huge 
stain of honour on the family. 

In many parts of the Mid¬ 
dle East, there is a tradition

whereby a rapist can escape 
prosecution if he marries his 
victim, thereby restoring her 
honour. There is a similar 
injunction in the Old Testa¬ 
ment’s Book of Deuteronomy 

Morocco updated its 
family code in 2004 in a land¬ 
mark improvement of the 
situation of women, but activ¬ 
ists say there’s still need for 
improvement. 

In cases of rape, the bu¬ 
rden of proof is often on 
the victim and if she can’t 
prove she was attacked, a 
woman risks being pros¬ 
ecuted for debauchery.

Animal-cruelty officers in 
northern British Columbia 
are investigating a disturbing 
case of a frozen cat found in 
Dawson Creek Tuesday. 

“It’s a very sick action. I 
have deep concerns about 
the stability of anyone who 
would do this,” said Marcie 
Moriarty, BC SPCA animal- 
cruelty investigator. 

The cat was found frozen 
in a block of ice and placed 
atop a BC Hydro box in the 
Mile Zero Trailer Park at 
noon. 

“The ice block ... was left 
just a stones throw away from 
where we found the corpse of 
a frozen dog in a very similar 
position and in a Tupperware- 


like container in January last 
year,” said Moriarty. 

“The first time we weren’t 
able to get any significant 
leads.... We’re hoping some¬ 
one will step forward this 
time.” 

Before an autopsy can be 
conducted the cat must be 
thawed. Investigators believe 
there is blood also frozen in 
the ice block. 

Other than the case of 
the frozen dog, “in my seven 
years, I haven’t come across 
a case like this,” Moriarty de¬ 
clared. 

“The way that it was 
dropped off, this wasn’t an ac¬ 
cident, it was a deliberate act.”

McClintic is serving life 
after pleading guilty to first- 
degree murder in Tori’s 
death. Rafferty has pleaded 
not guilty to first-degree mur¬ 
der, sexual assault causing 
bodily harm and kidnapping. 

McClintic also testifed she 
told Rafferty she would “take 
the fall” for him. 

McClintic testified: “I said 
that I would take the fall for 
everything.” 

She further told him, “he 
had a life, a job, things going 
for him and I was just, I really 
had nothing,” court heard. 

“I said don’t worry about 
it, it’s OK. It’s OK. I’m just an 
18-year-old junkie an 3 ^ays.”

The vulnerable. Tories 
to crack down on those 
guilty of elder abuse 


The federal government is 
set to introduce tougher sen¬ 
tences for those convicted of 
elder abuse. 

The Canadian Press has 
learned that Justice Minister 
Rob Nicholson and seniors 
minister Alice Wong are to 
announce amendments to 
the Criminal Code on Thurs¬ 
day in Toronto. 

The stiffer sentencing pro¬ 
visions were among the Con¬ 
servatives’ promises during 
the last election campaign, 
and were also mentioned in 
last year’s speech from the 
throne. 

“Our government will con¬ 
tinue to protect the most vul¬ 
nerable in society and work 
to prevent crime. 

“ft will propose tougher 
sentences for those who 
abuse seniors and will help 
at-risk youth avoid gangs and 
criminal activity,” the throne 
speech stated. 

In the rare instance when 
someone is convicted of abus¬ 
ing an elderly person, sen¬ 
tences are often lenient, says 
Susan Eng, who heads up 
the CARP seniors’ advocacy 
group. 

She points to the case of a 
Moncton, N.B., woman who 
died from neglect in her liv¬ 
ing-room chair. Her daughter

pleaded guilty to failing to 
provide the necessities of life, 
but was granted day parole 
after serving eight months of 
her four-year sentence. 

“Currently, there is no 
cohesive strategy for dealing 
with elder abuse in Canada 
or bringing to light the perva¬ 
siveness of the problem,” says 
a recent report by CARP. 

By imposing stiffer jail 
terms on offenders, the fed¬ 
eral government is sending a 
signal to other levels of gov¬ 
ernment and to police that 
elder abuse needs to be taken 
more seriously, Eng added.

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Switzerland tour bus 
crash kills dozens 



Death. Some 200 
rescuers called to 
scene of accident 
after bus slams into 
concrete wall 


A tourist bus slammed head-on 
into a concrete wall in a Swiss 
Alps tunnel, killing 28 people, 
mostly children returning from 
a ski vacation. Swiss pohce said 
Wednesday the vehicle was not 
speeding and everyone was 
wearing seat belts. 

The bus was carrying stu¬ 
dents about age 12 from two 
different Belgian schools when 
it crashed shortly after 9 p.m. 
Tuesday night on a highway 
near the southern town of 
Sierre, Switzerland. 

The horrific accident in the 
short Tunnel de Geronde left 
the front of the bus mangled, 
trapping people inside. Twenty- 
two school children and six 
adults including the driver 
were killed and another 24 chil¬ 
dren were hospitalized in what 
the police chief described as a 


“scene like a war.” 

Belgium flew anxious par¬ 
ents and relatives to the site 
and called for a day of mourn¬ 
ing. 

Authorities were still trying 
to work out how a modem bus, 
a rested driver and a safe tuimel 
could add up to such a tragedy. 


A Swiss prosecutor said 
video cameras in the tuimel 
captured the accident. Olivier 
Elsig, prosecutor for the canton 
of Valais, told reporters the chil¬ 
dren on the bus were wearing 
seat belts, no other vehicle was 
involved and it was not speed¬ 
ing. 


Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday in Sion, the 
capital of Valais, he said inves¬ 
tigators were looking at three 
possible causes for the crash 
— a technical problem with 
the bus, a health problem with 
the driver, or human error.

Earthquake. Japan hit 
by tremors days after 
tsunami anniversary 


A series of earthquakes rattled 
Tokyo and northeastern Japan 
on Wednesday evening but 
caused no apparent damage or 
injuiy in the same region Mt by 
last year’s devastating tsunami. 

The strongest was a magni¬ 
tude-6.8 that stmck off Hokkai¬ 
do island and generated a small 
tsunami. Some communities 
along the northern Pacific coast 
advised residents to evacuate 
coastal homes. 

A swelling of 20 centimetres 
was observed in water at the 
port of Hachinohe in Aomori 
about an hour after the trem¬ 
or, with smaller changes seen 
elsewhere. The Meteorological 
Agency lifted all tsimami advis¬ 
ories within about 90 minutes. 

About 9 p.m. local time, a 
magnitude-6.1 quake shook 
buildings in the capital. It was 
centred just off the coast of 
Chiba, east of Tokyo, at a rather 
shallow 15 kilometres deep. 

Narita International Air¬ 
port briefly closed runways for 
inspection but later resumed 
operation. Several local train 
services were suspended for 
safety checks. 

There were no abnormal¬ 
ities reported at nuclear power 
plants after the two earth-

quakes, operators said. Nearly 
il of Japan’s nuclear plants are 
offline for safety inspections. 

This past Simday, Japan

As with natural 
muscle cells, the cultivated muscle 
cells “bulk up” into solid muscle 
bundles. 


“Let there be animals,” said 
God, and He created chick¬ 
ens, cattle and fish. Actually, 
it’s not God. It’s Fu-hung 
Hsieh, professor of biological 
engineering at the University 
of Missouri. 

Hsieh makes chicken. 
That’s right: He creates chick¬ 
en out of nothing — tasty 
filets that look, feel and taste 
like the real bird. 

“Laboratoiy-grown meat 
needs to mimic the appear¬ 
ance and bite of natural 
meat,” said Hsieh. “In the past, 
researchers haven’t been able 
to recreate the appearance, so 
consumers wouldn’t eat the 
artificial meat.” 

But even foodies would 
have a hard time telling 
natural chicken apart from 
Hsieh’s new chicken. It’s now 
being produced for use in res¬ 
taurants. 

Hsieh stands at the fore¬ 
front of a global food revo¬ 
lution. Biological engineers 
in several countries have 
recently succeeded in creat¬ 
ing edible meat that looks 
appealing. Earlier this year 
a Dutch researcher created 
the world’s first laboratory- 
grown edible hamburger. 

“We’ve made big steps in

The scientists then create chain 
ducts, similar to blood veins. “The 
easiest meat to create is sausage,” 
explains van der Schaft. “It doesn’t 
have to look attractive like a steak.” 


creating laboratory-grown 
meat, but the result isn’t 
something I’d eat at this mo¬ 
ment,” said Dr. Daisy van der 
Schaft, a biomedical engineer 
at Eindhoven University in 
the Netherlands. “Part of the 
problem is that the gel that 
binds the cells together con¬ 
tains animal-derived material 
and actually also material de¬ 
rived from mouse tumors.” 

Professor Hsieh and his 
team are now about to create 
turkey, beef and fish. 

“That’s very different from 
chicken,” he said. “With fish, 
especially, you have the addi¬ 
tional challenge of replicat¬ 
ing many different colours.” 

If research continues to 
progress, supermarkets could 
sell lab meat within the next 
several years. 


Airline workers protest order 


Air Ganada union workers 
continued to protest outside 
government offices in Ottawa 
Wednesday, after federal pol¬ 
iticians imposed an arbitra¬ 
tion order that forces the air¬ 
line to keep fi37ing. 

Bill G-33, which passed 
Wednesday morning, cov¬ 
ers about 8,600 mechanics, 
baggage handlers and other 
ground crew at Air Ganada 
and about 3,000 pilots. 

Labour Minister Lisa Raitt 
had proposed the back-to- 


work legislation on Monday, 
saying a work stoppage at 
Air Ganada was something 
the country could not afford. 
The government had invoked 
closure on Tuesday afternoon, 
setting up the final vote in 
the House of Gommons. 

But the union representing 
the mechanics and other 
workers said Tuesday that the 
decision to impose arbitration 
on its talks with the airline 
eroded labour rights. 

International Association 


of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers executive Daven 
Ritchie said the bill would 
“poison labour relations 
across Ganada.” 

Under the “final offer se¬ 
lection” arbitration process, 
the union and airline will put 
forward their best offer and 
an arbitrator will select one. 

The bill now goes to the 
Senate, where the Gonserva- 
tives are expected to use their 
majority for speedy passage.

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Vehicle sales on the rise 


Ganadian sales of new cars 
and trucks opened the year 
on a resoundingly positive 
note, but may have fallen 
off last month. Statistics 
Ganada suggested Wednes¬ 
day. 

The federal agency — 
which collects data on 
monthly retail sales in dol¬ 
lars and in units of new 
vehicles sold in Ganada — 
found a 15.4 per cent rise in 
vehicles sold in January to 
153,623 units from 133,146 
units sold in December. 

The data indicates sales 
rose at the fastest pace in 
more than 15 years in Janu¬ 


ary, economist Robert Kav- 
cic said Wednesday in a re¬ 
port by BMO Economics.

When I think of improv, I 
think of actors taking a few 
audience suggestions and 
then making people laugh for 
the rest of the night.

best they can for flow and 
structure. However, what sep¬ 
arates BONFIRE festival from 
other improv festivals is that 
it’s going to push the envelope 
and force actors to break pat¬ 
terns. 

“This is what actors crave,” 


she says. “When you first start 
improv, it’s horrifyingly scary. 
That fear turns to excitement 
and it’s that adrenaline rush 
that has performers looking 
for new ways to get that rush.” 

Shostack says the theatre 
group wanted to mix things up 
while departing slightly from 
their annual Improvaganza 
event. 

“In Jime, we bring artists in 
from all over the world, which 
is great but we wanted to do 
something different and show 
our own people doing their 
thing,” she says. 

With that, BONFIRE was 
bom.

Filmmaker brothers Jay and 
Mark Duplass do ever 3 ithing 
together — write, direct, con¬ 
duct interviews. 

So we took it as a rare 
treat when, due to a schedul¬ 


ing conflict, we got to inter¬ 
view Jay on his own for their 
new film, Jeff, Who Lives at 
Home. 

But if you’re looking for 
simmering sibling tensions, 
don’t get your hopes up. 
The quieter Duplass Brother 
passed on the opportunity to 
badmouth Mark. 

Where did the story for this 
tilm come from? 

We actually wrote a short 
film in 2003. It wasn’t titled 
an 3 n:hing, we just wrote a 
very short film about this 
character and it was about 
him in his basement apart¬ 


ment. 

It was inspired by the 
character, someone who is 
totally obsessed with the con¬ 
cept of destiny, their place in 
the world, their connection 
to their destiny, signs lead¬ 
ing from one place to the 
next — potentially smoking 
marijuana. 

And the concept was 
that we would take this per¬ 
son and thrust them in the 
world. And actually make 
them interact with the real 
world and some point and 
hopefully it would be funny. 

It is funny, but it’s also a 
very realistic, dramatic film. 

Now that we have made a few 
films, we’re realizing that a 
lot of times what we do is we 
start in on the comedic side 
of things — and I think that’s 
how we experience charac¬ 
ters like Jeff in our own life. 

You see a guy like Jeff 
at the supermarket, you’re 
probably going to tap your 
spouse and giggle about the 
guy who is smelling the fruit 
a little too long. 

But you get to know this 
person — they have dreams, 
they have hopes and they 
probably have a dark side.

Ashley Judd says the deci¬ 
sion to return to TV with the 
spy drama Missing didn’t 
come easily.

I like it,” 
she laughs. 

Besides acting, Judd has 
devoted a lot of her time in 
recent years to furthering 
her education.

I’ve switched to liquid 
soap and have tried 
everything (including 


clear vinegar, baking 
soda paste, Tilex) along 
with scrubbing, but to no 
avail.Thanks, Peter 

Dear Peter, 

What kind of orange 
soap are you using that 
causes so much staining 
to the caulking in your 
shower? 

That’s the first thing 
that sounds scary to me! 

Now you said you have 
tried a baking soda paste. 

I want you to change 
your mixture and use 
about 3 parts baking soda 
to 1 part hydrogen perox¬ 
ide, and leave this solution 
on the grout/caulking for 


at least one hour. 

Then simply rinse away. 
This may just do the trick. 

If it does not after 
everything you have tried, 
it may mean that your 
caulking (most likely a 
plastic base) has absorbed 
and taken on the colour of 
your soap. 

This means you only 
have two options left: 

1, Re-do the caulking in 
your shower. 

2. Change soap.

The reason for peoples’ conver¬ 
sion to the pared-down look is 
“because more people are buy¬ 
ing properties in buildings that 
were once warehouses, pubs or 
other commercial spaces — the 
style works well in large, open 
spaces with an industrial feel,” 
explains Chinn. 

No cost to comfort 
You might be going for a lo-fi 
style but that doesn’t mean 
your apartment has to be the 
interior equivalent of a hair 
shirt. “It’s important to incor¬ 
porate comfort into a utihtar¬ 
ian style,” says the design direc¬ 
tor of Adrienne Chinn Design. 
“Put up custom-sized industrial 
landscape waU coverings next 
to brick waUs or concrete floor¬ 
ing for some graphic color. 
Dress large windows with some 
fuU-leng& siUc curtains. The 
trick is to add tactile comfort 
with a utihtarian edge in the 
design.” 

Streamline with lines 
Meticulously spic-and-span flats 
can read a httle obsessive-com¬ 
pulsive, but the interiors expert 
sees it differently “It’s a clutter- 
free, edgy and modem look. 
Buhd in handle-less cupboards 
to stow away your stuff or 
bring in locker-style cupboards 
for a streetwise element,” says 
Chinn. She adds, “It’s perfect 
for the bachelor, the couple, or 
for a yoimg family (lots of room 
to run aroimd the flat). I’ve 
even known a couple regularly 
roher-skate aroimd their indus¬ 
trial space.” 

Low-stress hving 
You don’t have to be the fastidi¬ 
ous type either, claims Chirm, 
aside from keeping your 
place tidy: “Floors are nor- 
mahy wood, tile, concrete or 
poured resin, which are easy to 
keep clean. However it’s 


important to include area 
mgs to soften the edges of the 
look.” 

Old meets new 
Just because you hve in a per¬ 
iod property doesn’t mean 
that your decor has to remain a 
rehc of the past. The expert says, 
“You can bring elements of the 
utihtarian look into older prop¬ 
erties. Streamlined sectional 
sofas and modem hghting 
look great with an old Persian 
carpet, modem art against 
a white wah and original archi¬ 
tectural features hke fireplaces 
and cornices ah juxtapose 
superbly. It’s ah a matter of bal¬ 
ance.” 

Let there be light 
Industrial looks tend to evoke 
darkness and a mascuhne 
harshness, so it’s important 
to flood the room with hght 
as the designer reveals. ’’Good 
hght, both natural and electric 
is vital for the look to work. Tiy 
adding decorative accent hght¬ 
ing along with hidden hghting 
to keep the room feeling aiiy 
and not oppressive.” 


Keep it quirky 


There’s absolutely no need for 
a stripped-down style to ap¬ 
pear bland. 

• Be original, baby. “Layering 
textures, such as leather 
and chrome furniture with 
long silk curtains, textural 
or graphic feature walls, 
will give your space some 
style clout," describes Chinn. 
“Mix edgy items with some 
distressed older pieces 
like modern dining chairs 
around a rustic farmhouse 
table."

News of Sidney Crosby’s 
impending return to the 
Penguins lineup left Shero’s 
colleagues wondering how 
much tougher the path to 
the Stanley Cup has become 
as they gathered in Florida 
for the NHL’s general man¬ 
agers’ meetings in Boca Ra¬ 
ton, Fla. 

“With him back, it’s cer¬ 
tainly going to make it a lot 
more difficult,” New York 
Rangers CM Glen Sather 
said Wednesday after the 
meetings wrapped up.

However, Crosby is re¬ 
joining a Pittsburgh team 
that has won nine straight 
games and appears to be 
peaking just before the 
start of the playoffs.

“It’s not like they needed 
help,” said Philadelphia Fly¬ 
ers CM Paul Holmgren. 

Not only does his team 
face the Penguins three 
times before the end of the 
regular season, they are 


also possible first-round op¬ 
ponents. 

“Obviously, Pittsburgh 
over the last couple of years 
have been a tremendous 
team,” he said. “There was 
a period of time last year 
where they had Sidney 
and Evgeni (Malkin) out 
and they still continued to 
march along. They’re cer¬ 
tainly one of the top teams 
in the East.” 

Crosby’s absence dates 
back to January 2011, when 
he sustained blows to the 
head in consecutive games 
and was diagnosed with a 
concussion. He returned 
to the Penguins lineup in 


November before suffering 
a setback in December that 
was linked to a soft-tissue 
neck issue. 

While acknowledging 
that his team found it easier 
to face Pittsburgh without 
Crosby, New Jersey Devils 
CM Lou Lamoriello indicat¬ 
ed that seeing No. 87 back 
will be a welcome sight. 

“It’s great that he’s 
back,” said Lamoriello. 
“He’s certainly not only 
a great player, but he’s a 
great personality in the 
game. He represents the 
game as well as anybody 
represents the game.”
